THOUGH Lucretia was the name 
borne by the notorious daughter 
of Borgia, it is one of ttie quaintest 
and most old-fasbioned of naoMS la 
this eo ante y. It is a far cry from 
andent Rome to modem New England, 
but the name has completed the transi- 
tion with very few changes to mark 
the sttccessftal stages of its ev<datlon. 

There are two theories among ety- 
mologists In regard to the original 
source of Lucretia. Some contend 
that it comes from tbe Latin word Lu- 
crum, meaning '^galn*'* and for that 
reason Lucretia Is said to signify gain. 
On the other hand, there is much evi- 
dence to prove iliat its real source was 
in the Latin word for light, lux. Many 
ftaalnlaa names have he«i dwivnd 
ftwm this root and tbe same word has 
supplied snmaiiies without number. 

it Is believed, tlierefore, that tbe 
noted old gens Lucretias from whldi 
Lacretla is directly descended, was 
only another of the derivatives of lux. 
"Lucre, combining the fleece under the 
midnight lamp." the famous old Roman 
tale, inspired Shakespeare to write one 
of his esrliest poems. Despite her no- 
toriety, Lucretia Borgia probably es- 
tablished the name of Lucretia in 
Italy, and in early modern times it 
was one of tbe few classical names to 
be revived. 

France has a Lucrece, « hich is pop- 
ular, and England imported Lucretia 
in the «d^teenth centary. 

Lacretia's talismanlc stone is the 
led-hearted ruby. It has the power 
to bring her strength of l»ody. an In- 
vincible .spirit and success in every un- 
dertaklag.

Looked at in one way it 
seems only fair to tax the expor- 
ters, bot the; azgnneBt against 
this ia thai ao^ a tax night, and 
pr3bably would ooitailGanMniy 's 
export trade. Genqany caa pro- 
duce cheaply, bat that she can 
self her goods at a lurofit in for- 
eign markets after paying a 25 
der cent, export tax before they 
leave Germany is very improba- 
ble. In the end, Germany will 
probably decide to do without ah. 
export tax, and raise all her re- 
paration money by direct taxa*

"The youngest son of James 
Monroe, fifth president of the 
United States lives here on tbe 
oatsidrls of Jacksonville, in a 
boa a e b o at on tiia banka of St 
John's Bivar. 

I walked out ttisra tbiaa irilsB 
and baek oo Mavdi 9 to aaa Idas,- 
and I feel anply paid for the 
trip. Qa haa a good strong 
voice and I liad gnita a ^at 
witii lum. lie was born in Vir- 
ginia, the son of President Mon- 
roe's third wife, on July 4 1815, 
and will therefore be 106 vears 
old if he lives until July 4. next. 

He lives alone and does his 
own cookinjT, and is as active as 
most men at 50, has good teeth, 
reade without glasses and smokes 
a pipe. He liaa had 4tesa wives 
and thirtesa ehUdrm. Iwt all are 
dead now. flis last mn was a 
sailor on the battleehip Maine 
and-went down witii his ship in 
Havana Harbor when it was 
sunk by the Spaniards. 

He showed me a pieture of 
sons and daughters, grandchil- 
dren and prreat-grandchildren to 
the sixth and seventh genera- 
tions. He is a ship carpenter 
and did his share in the World 
war.

AN AUERIOAN explore has Just 
returned to elTlIisation after a 
▼isit to the interior of Ecuador and 
the homeland of the Jilwro Indians. 

This trU>e of head-lrantins lavases 
have livad la the aaiM torttory aiaea 
long befiofe Oolnmbin dlscoTered tbs 
Americas and have kept wholly free 
from the iufluence of civilization. 

Tht most striking evidence vf their 
faUore to adTanoa in tlM e— tariaa 
whidi bars ptMed ever tbem Is tbe 
report of the explorer that the Jlbaros 
do not believe in a God, but that they 
do worship devils. 

It ia practicaUj the universal his- 
tory of the dereloimients of all peo- 
ples from the savage state to that of 
civilization, that tbe belief in devils 
precedes that of a belief in God.
